Selectmen’s Statement. 


The selectmen in preparing their annual report desire to make 
a few brief explanations. As willbe seen the town debt has been 
only slightly diminished. This undersirable fact was brought 
about by various causes. On entering upon our duties in March 
last we found your former treasurer had returned more receipts 
than was received by $32.46, which in common honor we were 
bound to refund. 

For the first time it became known to us that Fletcher and 
Rodgers had filed a claim for damages to a young horse driven 
by F. M. Metcalf in this town. It was evident that the town 
must be liable under the old highway law, and a settlement was 
made by paying $30, being the best terms that could be made. 

Our next surprise was that Mr. Goodwin of Alstead had served 
a writ against the town on account of an accident in So. Acworth 
on the day ot the Grange fair in 1892. After consulting counsel 
we learned that the law shows a vast difference between using the 
highway as a traveller and occupying it to witness a_ public ex- 
hibition of draught horses. In justice to you, we could not pay 
the claim and preparations were made for trial. As the wooden 
bridge was to be removed Mr. Colby recommended that photo- 
graphs of the old structure and surroundings be taken for use in 
court. At the October term the opposing party succeeded in 
getting the case continued until April, and then made an effort to 
have a referee appointed which was not agreed to, for we thought 
the town need not be ashamed to appear before a judge and jury. 

Our greatest surprise was to find that not half of the bills for 
breaking roads were presented at the close of the last fiscal year. 
The bills of $. W. Putman, John S. Short, Geo. P. Johnson, 
Jonathan Woodbury, J. B. Tracy, H. L. Piper, George Smith, 
F. H. McLaughlin and numerous others of smaller dimensions 
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were largely contracted in Feb., 1893, two-thirds of which should 
have appeared in last years report. 

Again the law exempting towns from paying for a license for 
the sale of spirituous liquors has been revoked by the present ad- 
ministration and we received a demand for $25 from the deputy 
collector of internal revenue. 

The road commissioners were obliged to exceed the highway 
tax by $236.63, which must be paid from the town treasury. 

And lastly to crown it all the town voted to purchase an iron 
bridge without raising one dollar to pay for the same. 

With the determination that every reader shall and the belief 
that every tax payer should know the actual condition of our 
town affairs, we respectfully offer our report.

The interest in the library continues with but little, abatement. 
Four thousand four hundred and eight volumes have been loaned 
since March 1, 1893, being a fraction more than 88 each week. 

The Savings Bank deposit of $600 has been allowed to remain, 
the interest only being used to relieve the town of expense. As 
may-be seen by the treasurer’s report the cost to the town has 
been less than $36 for the last fifty weeks. 3 

The librarian would appeal to some families to use the books 
carefully ; some are disposed to turn down leaves. Is it not as easy 
to use a book-mark, and is not good care as desirable in the use 
of public privileges, as in the preservation of private property? 

The time will soon arrive to purchase new books, make a sup- 
plement to the catalogue and subscribe for several leading maga- 
zines, Which will aid immensely in keeping people informed 
upon current events.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


In submitting my report of schools and school work for the 
past year, I think it may be best to arrange under separate heads 
some of the points that have come to my notice and give my ideas 
in this way. 


TOWN SYSTEM. 


The town system of managing schools is the law of the state, 
and whether it is the wisest and best that could be enacted may 
be a question upon which good people may differ. It is very 
plain that our schools in country towns are the most difficult to 
manage, with justice to all parties, of any we have, and it seems 
to me that it grows more difficult every year. With the old dis- 
triet system done away, parents and townsmen seem to have lost 
their interest in school aflairs, and pay little or no attention to 
any of the subjects relating to school matters. I submit it is not 
right to have term after term of school taught and so few of our 
citizens ever taking the pains to visit the schools or attend school 
meeting. Teachers, school boards and scholars need the co-op- 
eration and hearty sympathy of all citizens to successfully carry 
forward the school work of our town. Parents and citizens, 
think these matters over next year, and ‘Rewe a more lively inter- 
est in this subject, which is truly the safeguard of all our insti- 
tutions. 


BOOKS AND CHARTS. 


We are required by law to furnish all supplies to scholars, such 
as books, paper, pens, pencils, etc. This is well, I think, all 
things considered. It gives better classification and gives each 
pupila book. 

Because these supplies are furnished by the town, it by no 
means follows that extravagance in their use should be allowed. 
Economy, here as elsewhere, needs be taught and practised. We 
have a sufficient number of charts and maps for school work. 
A language chart was introduced this last year, and it is liked 
very much. We shall need but few books the coming year, only 
enough to take the place of those worn out by use. 


TEACHERS. 


It was suggested in the report last year we should pursue the 
policy to hire our own girls and boys for teachers as far as prac- 
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ticable. This we have done, and I think they have met with as 
good success, as a rule, as we should expect from strangers. It 
has seemed to be the purpose of all the teachers to do good, hon- 
est, faithful work, and we have reason to feel proud chat our 
schools were taught the past fall and winter by our own boys and 
girls, and it is a pleasure to report that they have met, in the 
main, with deserved success. 


FINANCES. 


A larger amount of money was raised for school purposes one 
year ago than has been the practice in years past, and as a result 
we have had more weeks of school. NowlI have never been one 
to advocate raising less money or less weeks of school. Every- 
thing favorable, the more the better. But there are conditions in 
this town, so that I certainly think three terms of school of eight 
weeks each is all that can be successfully kept. In spring time 
our roads do not get dry early enough to have over eight weeks 
before it is too warm, and in winter it is fr equently the case that 
the roads are impassable before a long term can be finished, there- 
by breaking up the last weeks and making them of little real 
value. For these reasons it seems to me that; $300, in addition to 
the amount we must raise by law, is sufficient for the ensuing 
rear. 


ATTENDANCE, TARDINESS, ETC. 


If there is one thing more than another that makes a school a 
success it is constant attendance and promptness. 

There are many faults to correct in some parts of the town in 
this respect. I have heard it hinted that teachers were to blame 
in a large measure for scholars’ tardiness and non-attendance, be- 

cause they failed to keep up a lively interest. This may be true 
to some extent, but I would have you expressly understand that 
the chief blame i isat home. If children are allowed by parents 
to go to school as they please and when they fancy, or loiter by 
the way, or hang around the store as long as they choose, it is 
no wonder our school registers are black with tardy and absence 
marks. It is the parents’ and guardians’ business, and no one’s 
else, to see to these matters. The tax-payers of this town cannot 
afford to pay their money simply to have teachers act as book- 
keepers to record tardy and absence marks, and I submit that to 
hhave this evil done away with, that all to whom these remarks 
apply have a duty to perform to see to it that their children are 
not among the delinquent. There are a few cases that need the 
attention of a truant officer, so negligent have the parents become 
to the requirements of the law. 
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SCHOOLS FOR YEAR PAST. 


For statistics relating to the schools you are referred to the tab- 
ular statement taken from the registers. 

So far as I am able to judge, the schools for the year have been 
successful, and good progress has been made. Of course every- 
thing has not been perfect, and we have no reason to expect per- 
fection in schools any more than elsewhere. Sickness has been 
the means of breaking up two terms before they finished, and 
whooping cough has been very troubleosme. These are matters 
that no one can control, but are a source of annoyance, and pre- 
vent the attainment of best results. Very many of our teachers 
attended the Institute at Lempster, and it is hoped many good 
ideas were obtained. 

And now, in conclusion, allow me to express my sincere 
thanks to the teachers for the courtesy shown me and kindness 
with which suggestions have been received. Whether I have 
anything to do with the schools in the future or not, I ‘shall al- 
ways endeavor to take a lively interest in schools and school 
work.
